Hospital $3.46, per week. All the institutions are 
doing well, according to the report, but the ne- 
cessity of a new lunatic hospital, and the means 
taken to that ‘end, are mentioned with interest 
and force. Dr. Walker gives a touching and 
suggestive narrative of his charge, that of the 
insane. No suicide nor accident of any kind had 
occurred; sickness was prevented by modifying 
the diet to the seasons, washing-out the waste- 
pipes and drains frequently, and the building of 
fires on every cold or damp day in summer or 
autumn. A case of small-pox was treated iso- 
latedly, and all the inmates re-vaccinated ; bro- 
mine was constantly used as a-disinfectant, and no 
second case appeared. A curious, circumstance 
occurred in this connection. Among those re- 
vaccinated was a lady who, in infancy, was vacci- 
nated by Dr. Jenner himself! The re-vaccina- 
tion was successful, according to all ordinary 
tests, and, as far as a single case can prove any- 
thing, goes to show that the vaccination of to-day 
is as efficient as that of the original practitioner. 
Dr. Walker says that the supposition that ether 
in dental surgery augments insanity is not well- 
founded. Ether is applied three and four times a 
day for weeks in succession to subdue excitement 
or to induce sleep, with happy results and no 
disadvantage, life even being prolonged and saved 
by its use. Inherited tendency is the great ’ 
cause of mental disease, and to this, the Dr. 
says, is due those strange and anomalous cases 
in our criminal courts, which jurists must in 
time accept as the theory for crimes, which they 
are now unwilling to allow. This report of Dr. 
Walker should be read by all professional men, 
of whatever speciality, for it concerns all. 

New Poems. By Matthew Arnold.—(Pp. viii,, 
208.) Boston, Ticknor & Fields.—They have 
in France the ideal of a poet who is always pen- 
sive when he is not weeping or cursing,—who 
is weighed down by disappointment, crushed af- 
fections, broken visions,—and who finds utter- 
ance for his emotions in tearful and clinking 
French rhymes. If the French saw, now-and- 
then, a grand poet, they might get disabused of 
such a false notion; an Englishman, with Chau- 
cer and Shakespeare, Milton and Wordsworth in 
his hands, ought to reject the French theory of 
the poetic nature. Mr. Arnold apparently does 
not; for scarcely a poem, among the forty here 
collected, fails to be mournful, sighing, dissatis- 
fied. It is a very scholarly and untathomable 
dissatisfaction, for Mr. Arnold is a ian of cul- 
ture who just’ missed being a man of genius,— 
but querulity is no more enlivening in good Eng- 
lish than in bad. ‘The universe is bad enough, 
no doubt, but it is the best we have got, or are 
likely to get; and if we all go to work to mend it 
we tay do something. Criticism is very useful 
in the process, but it is not everything, and it 
does not cease to be criticism because it is ex- 
pressed in rhyme, or in that peculiar chopping 
blank-verse in which Mr. Arnold often indulges. 

There is in this new volume a constant refer- 
ence to ‘the earlier poems of Mr. Arnold, and 
these but continue the vein which he worked so 
long ago. “Empedocies on Etna,” indeed, is a 
republication from a little volume, printed, but 
scarcely published, which was issued and with- 
drawn from circulation for reasons well known to 
the author, probably, but not evident from the 
poem itself. It is now again issued in compli- 
ance with a suggestion of Mr. Browning, and is 
the longest poem in the collection. ‘'Thyrsis” is 
perhaps better known in this country than any 
other poem of Mr. Arnold, partly because it cel- 
ebrates the memory of Arthur Clough, who was 

‘so beloved in New England. But “Thyrsis”’ is 
only an_ appendix to ‘The Scholar Gipsey,” 
and cannot be wholly understood without read- 
ing that early poem.. So, too, the long monody 
on Obermann, the Swiss precursor of Matthew 
Arnold, takes up the strain where it was left in a 
preceding poem on the same theme. And there 
are many of the shorter pieces which Ink them- 
selves in the same way to some essay of the au- 
thor’s in verse or prose with which the reader is 
supposed to have some acquaintance. This must 
be regarded as a blemish on the dook. It can- 
not be taken for granted that the réader has had 
nothing to do, since the previous poems of Mr. 
Arnold were published, but to meditate on their 
contents and sigh over the present age. Some of 
us have had a great deal else to do,—revolution- 
izing England, regenerating Italy, reconstructing 
Germany, emancipating thirty millions of slaves, 
white, black and parti-colored, building up an 
overshadowing republic, wiring together the con- 
tinent and islands so that the announcement of a 
new sonnet by an English professor can be wel- 








ADDRESS OF 
HON.HENRY WILSON 


On taking the Chair at the Massnchusetts Republican State 
Convention, at Worcexter, Sept. 11, 1867. 


Gentlemen of the Convention: Thirteen years 
ago, inatrying time of the country, when the 
humiliated nation, in obedience to Qe mandate 
of the slavemasters, had removed the landmarks 
of freedom that guarded from the polluting foot- 
step of bondage half a million square miles in the 
heart of the Republic, a political organization 
was here brought into being to meet the needs of 
periled liberty. Here, where the organization of 
the Republican party of Massachusetts was then 
begun, meet to-day if their 13th annual Conven- 
tion the representatives of one hundred and _thir- 
ty thousand Republicans of this old Common- 
wealth. ‘Thirteen years! Buta span in the life 
of man—a point in the life of a nation. And yet 
how crowded are those years with immortal deeds 
for country and liberty, justice and humanity! 
How that point of the nation’s life flashes with 
glorious achievements! What grand historic 
events illume that span of life! 

Standing here to-day in this presence, I am 
reminded of the gontrasts between 1854 and 1867. 
What contrasts between then and now! Then 
more than four millions of beings, upon whom 
the common Father of all humanity had stamped 
his image, were held by the merciless force of in- 
terest, pride and power in perpetual chattelhood; 
bought, sold, hunted, chained, lashed like the 
beasts that perish; now the fetters are broken, 
the slave master’s occupation is gone, the auc- 
tioneer’s voice is dumb, the lash has fallen from 
the Rand of the taskmaster,, and these millions 
stand erect, with their foreheads to the skies, 
acknowledging none master but Almighty God. 
Then these millions had no rights white men 
were bound to respect; no right to wife or child 
or the wages of toil; now they are clothed with 
civil rights—rights which white men find they 
must respect-—made citizens of the United States, 
with the musket in the one hand and the ballot 
in the other to,defend country, rights and_inter- 
ests. Then lags, customs, public opinion shut 
out knowledge, shriveled the mind, debased the 
soul and imprisoned woman for teaching child- 
hood the words of him who bade little children to 
come unto Ilim;. now the seals are broken, 
thought, speech, action, all free; the rising school- 
houses open wide their doors; noble charities and 
noble men and women too, are bearing knowl- 
edge to these emancipated millions, who have 
long hungered and thitsted for it. Then the slave 
power controlled institutions of learning, benevo- 
lence and religion; political organizations, public 
men, States and the nation it had demoralized 
and subjugated; now that brutal power lies low 
in the dust, amid the shivered and dishonored 
fragments of treasonable organizations, beneath 
the heel of conquering liberty. /Lhen the slave 
perpetuatists and propagandists, in the insolence 
and pride of consummated power, ruled the public 
counsels of this Democratic Republic; now these 
insolent chiefs sleep in the grave of treason, wan- 
der in the land of the stranger or linger amid the 
ruins they wrought—blasted and _ powerless. 


Holy Writ—‘Break every yoke,” “Let the op- 
pressed go free’’—the men in whose memories 
lingered® the accents of the Republican fathers, 
and whose hearts throbbed heavily over the sad 
lot of hopeless bondmen, were scoffed at and 
jeered at, marked and branded as social and politi- 
cx! outlaws; now their ideas are embodied in the 
Constitution and Laws of their regenerated coun-

Secretary, Andrew Johnson has laid his hand of 
violence of that brilliant, honored and loved sol- 
dier, Phillip H. Sheridan, whose record in the field 
glitters with glorious achievements, whose rec- 
ord in the 5th Military District is instinct with 
patriotism and justice. This brilliant hero of the 
valley of the Shenandoah, and of battle-fields 
made immortal by his genius and his valor, 
is sent from his Department, hurried away to 
the distant plains—to the gorges of the Rocky 
Mountans, to chase the wild Indian with an ad- 
monition that his energies will there find a fitting 
field for action. ‘Time, it is said, brings about its 
revenges. Perhaps it may so happen that an out- 
raged nation that is master of Presidents, Con- 
gresses and Generals, may bid this man—drunk 
at least with unreasoning passion—descend from 
that lofty position from which he smites down her 
honored statesman and her brilliant General, and 
go back to that famous Tennessee village, where 
his abilities will find an i sphere of 
action in filling once again the office of village 
alderman. Itis not given to men of the capacity 
or character of Andrew Johnson, however litted 
up to exalted positions, to belittle Edwin M. Stan- 
ton or Phillip H. Sheridan. The illustrious com- 
mander of our army, who is now enduring the 
burden imposed by patriotism, as did his prede- 
cessor through weary months, uttered the voice 
of loyal America when he expressed his appreci- 
ation of the “zeal, patriotism, firmness and abil- 
ity” with which Edwin M. Stanton had discharged 
the duties of Secrerary of War. I remember, 
too, for I coukd not forget it, the generous tribute 
the same great commander paid, a few weeks ago, 
to the genius of Sheridan. “The people,” he 
said;’‘‘do not fully appreciate Sheridan. I think 
him the greatest soldier the war developed. 
Were we to have a great war and to call out one 
million of men I think Sheridan the best fitted to 
command them. Some persons say I have done 
a great deal for him, but I never did anything for 
him. He has done much for me.” Such is the 
statesman and such is the general Andrew John- 
son has thrust from posts of duty and striven to 
disgrace, in th¢ face of the nation that so honors 
and admires thém. : 

Another bRyyof this relentless persecution of 
loyal nien has fallen upon a brave soldier whose 
blood reddened the field of Gettysburg. General 
| Sickles may have been mistaken in his policy 
touching the collection of debts, but his general 
policy has been wise and comprehensive. When 
we remember that he suppressed the brutal flog- 
ging at the whipping-posts in the Carolinas, impris- 
oned the Presidents’s chivalric friends for tearing 
a star from the flag moving ina public proces- 
sion, making murderous assaults on public speak- 
ers, dragging a young women into the forest, 
stripping, whipping and torturing her for hours, we 
may not be surprised that this gallant soldier felt 
the vengeance of the Executive.

The present trouble 
results directly from one of these. The original 
reconstruction bill prohibited the President from 
removing commanders of departments. Conser- 
vative Senators said he must have this right, and 
that they would agree to no act in which it was 
not conceded. It was conceded, and we have 
Sheridan and Sickle removed, Pope and Howard 
sure to follow, and the muddle of affairs that is 
to put back the work of reconstruction a year. 
This is the direct doing of that tonservatism that 
the country is asked to recoggize as practical 
statesmanship.

Tue Past Tuarrp or a Centcury.—Looking 
back over the third of a century that now is cios-

The Whig party 
was just formied, but the Democratic party seemed 
to be impregnably seated in power. The aboli- 
tionists were in the early spring of their move- 
ment, and were hardly less obnoxious to most 
Americans than were the early Christians to the 
conservatives who rallied round Jupiter Optimus 
Maximus. The nullification movement had been 
put down the year before, and the slavery ques- 
tion had been seized upon by Mr. Calhoun to 
take its place. The mails were rifled by ‘“gentle- 
men of respectability and standing,” with the 
government’s approbation, because they were 
supposed to contain “incendiary matter;” and in 
Boston pro-slavery fanaticism was almost as 
strong as it was in Charleston.

Gex. Lee’s Cottece.—Washington College, 
in Virginia, to which the Conferate General Lee 
began to devote his energies after the close of the 
rebellion, has issued a catalogne end circular for 
1867, whichis much more interesting than ordi- 
nary college circulars. Among the instructors, 
in addition to the distinguished chief, are the 
names of R. L.9MecCulloch, whose flight from 
Columbia College is not yet forgotten, and Colo- 
nel W. P. Johnston, one of the personal staff of 
Jeflerson Davis. The number of students en- 
rolied is 399, of whom 189 are Virginians, five 
hail from Northern States, and the rest are from 
different portions of the South. The courses of 
study are elective, usually octupying three years. 
The allusions to “the seasons of unpleasantness” 
which have interfered with the college progress 
since 1861 are not rare.; Among them is a severe 
reference to Gen. Hunter, ‘‘under Whose eyes the 
college that bore the name and enjoyed the mu- 
nificence of George Washington was sacked.’ 
On the other hand, words of praise commemo- 
rate the students of 1861 “who joined the immor- 
tal Jackson at Winchester,” and “earned from 
their illustrious commander the designation of 
more than brave young men.” President Lee, 
we are told, ‘devotes himself exclusively to the 
duties of his office, occupying a room in the col- 
lege buildings to which the students have at all 
times free access.”

Mr. Thoms, who has assumed the 
brunt of the attack upon the legend, has argued 
that the fair Quakeress was merely a ‘mythical 
personage.” The Quarterly Review, in its review 
ot Mr. Jesse’s book, seems to hokl Mr. Thoms’s 
view, “not only that there never was any ‘mar- 
rlage’ with Hannah Lightfoot, but that thefe 
never was any such person as Hannah Lightfoot, 
alias Wheeler, a/ias Oxford |[Axtord?] at all;” 
and it adds that “until some one can,show us a 


‘single contemporary notice of thif- mysterious 


lady, or any notice whatever anterior to the year 
1800, .. . we hold ourselves quite safe in provis- 
ional incredulity.”” Mr. Thoms has also claimed, 
as have writers in Blackwood and elsewhere, that 
‘no allusion to it is to be found .. . in any _his- 
torical, political, or satirical work published dur- 
ing the lifetime of George the Third’’—who died 
in 1820. Mr. Jesse’s present task, therefore, is 
to find proots of a date prior to 1800, that named 
by The Quarterly of her existence, and of a pop- 
ular belief in the prince’s (raison with her. He 
quotes, first, from William Coombe, the author of 
Dr. Syntax in Search of the Picturesque, who wrote 
in 1779, alluding to the king’s having had a Qua- 
ker mistress betore his marriage, and the meet- 
ing to which she belonged having taken public 
action in the matter. Next, Sir Nathaniel Wrax- 
all, writing in 1781, spoke of “generally circula- 
ted’’ stories of his attachment toa young Quaker, 
which he considered “probably well founded.” 
Mr. Jesse’s third witness is no less famous a_per- 
son than Daniel O/Connell, who, describing to 
his friend Mr. Daunt the outline of a work of 
fiction he had once sketched said: ‘(My hero was 
to have been a natural son of George the Third 
by Hannah Lightfoot his Quaker mistress,’’ ete. ; 
and as, according to Mr. Jesse’s argument, this 
idea could hardly have entered into O’Connel’s 
head except in his earlier years, and as he was 
born in the year 1775, the project is unlikely to 
have been conceived at a later period than 1800” 
—which should thereby make three proofs of a 
kind satisfactory to Zhe Quarterly. Meanwhile, a 
correspondent of Zhe Atheneum (F. W. C.) 
strenthens Mr. Jesse’s case with this anecdote, 
for whose accuracy he vouches :— 

“My father died about ten years since at the 
age of 87. We both knew well Messrs. x 
Quakers, though not using the garb, highly re- 
spectable but somewhat grand and pompous, well 
known as stockbrokers in the city. One _ brother 
is, I believe, dead; but the other is still alive and 
well known in the artistic world tor his collection 
of pictures. Abgut thirty-five years since, being 
very intimate with the brother now living, he told 
ine that he had often had a baronetcy offered to him 
by the late Duke of Cambridge, through his, ac- 
quaintance, connection, or friendship with the 
royal family, but that he always refused the hon- 
or, as such a dignity was not consistent with his 
position as a stockbroker. Knowing how pom- 
pous.he was, I considered it mere brag. I men- 
tioned the circumstance at the time to my father, 
who well knew all his antecedents. ‘He’d bet- 
ber have said nothing about it.’ ‘Why?’ ‘1 tell 
you he'd better have said nothing about it.’ 
‘But why?’ ‘I'll tell you; George the Third, of 
pious memory, was nota whit better than his 
neigibors, and was secretly enamored of a pretty 
Quakeress; that pretty Quakeress was ’s 
aunt, so he’d better have said nothing about his 
friend the Duke of Cambridge.’ The gentleman 
in question was well known on the Stock Ex- 
change as Ease and Elegance!” 

Mr. Jesse, tired perhaps of the desultory and

Co-oreraTio’.—A preliminary conference of 
persons connected with cooperative societies was 
held on Morday afternoon* and evening at the 
Sussex Hotel, Bouverie-street. In the evening 
the conference was attended by the representa- 
tives of several provincial societies, who were 
passing through London in order to attend the 
International Cooperative Congress at Paris. 
The subject for discussion were—The organization 
of the Association for Promoting Cooperation; the 
operation of the London and Home Counties 
Wholesome Purchase Association; the starting 
of a weekly publication devoted to codperation, 
and the establishment of a cooperative bank. 
The conference was convened chiefly through the 
instrumentality of Mr. Pocklington, the secreta- 
ry of the Promotion Association, and amongst 
those who attended were the Rev. W. H. Chan- 
ning, Mr. Holyoake, and Mr. Greening of Man- 
chester. Mr. Pockljngton said that a special rea- 
son for convening the conference was the desira- 
bleness that there should be some organization in 
London ready to take any action that might be 
decided upon by the Paris Conterence. The Pro- 
motion Association might be expected to do so, 
but it is not so efficient as it ought to be. It was 
formed early in 1863 of the working-bees of sev- 
eral coOperative societies, and after it had formed 
the Wholesale Society it had little energy left for 
propagandism. In London there had been sever- 
al miscarriages of what had been mistakenly sup- 
posed to be co-operatire societies, and the Promo. 
tion Association was formed to teach what coop- 
eration was, in order that those who professed it 
might carry out its principles, as well as to make 
those principles known outside the societies. It 
was hoped, that in this way codperation might 
be made as successful in London as it had been 
in the provinces. What was greatly wanted in 
London was a little cooperative education. A 
number of philanthropic people had taken great 
pains to help working men by doing tnings for 
them instead of helping them to do these things 
fof themselves. Working men’s clubs were the 
results of co-operation, but in the North of Eng- 
land working men had formed them, whilst here 
gentlemen and ministers had done so, or had ap- 
peared to do so. Amongst other things that were 
likely to arise in a Promotion Association was the 
discussion of the application of codperation to 
production; and such discussions would consti- 
tute these societies the chambers of commerce of 
the working classes. The existing association 
would form a good nucleus to build upon, and he 
trusted that something would be done to increase 
its efficiency. Mr. Ireland, one of the oldest 
members of the Promotion Association, referred

We have had two great wars; that with Mexi- 
co, which grew out of the annexation of Texas, 
and which meant to make slavery colossal, was 
the means of its overthrow, while its effect on 
the world’s business’ through its leading to the 
acquisition of California, is among the wonders 
cf history, and belongs to the romance of com- 
merce; and what may be called the Great Civil 
War, brought upon the.country through the. bul- 
lying and insolence of the slaveholding interest 
directed and wielded by the leaders of the Dem- 
ocratie party; and the circumstances and inci- 
dents of that contest were as marvellous as the 
contest itself was unlooked for. At the begin- 
ning of the generation we had no national debt, 
and the States were comparatively free from pe- | 
cuniary obligations; at its close, the national debt 
is not less than $2,500,000,000, and the States are | 
enormously burdened with debt, of which they 
will not soon rid themselves—and most of these 
huge evidences of forced and unnatural expendi- | 
ture, for the payment of which the industry and 
the ingenuity even of the unborn are mortgaged, 
were built up by war-makers, men who. saved 
the country from being destroyed by the seces- 
sionists.
